And there 
is a more clear apprehenſion, which a 
Commoner ſort of Grace may pro- 
duce : But that Belief which is ſo 
clear and powerfnl as truly to ſanCti-

Now my Reaſons why 1 take every 
Hijtory, Chronology, Genealogy in Scti- | 
Pture as certainly true, and every other 
word, which is ſpoken by a true Pro-. 
phet and Apottle as by the Spirit, (and 
not diſowned by the Scripture it ſelf ) 
but eſpecially ſuch as you accuſe in 
the Goſpel, are theſe. 

Firſt, A Priore, Becauſe it ſeemeth 
to me that the writing of the whole Books 
of the New Teſtament by them, was 
done in the diſcharge of the Commiſ- 
fion given them by Chriſt : And he 
promiſed his Apoſtles his Spirit for the 
performance of all their Commiſhon- 
ed office work. This writing is part 
of the preaching which Chriſt ſent 
them for, And no doubt but the Spi- 
rit did cauſe them to write all the ſub- 
ſantial part : And therefore we have 
reaſon to think that the ſmalleſt parts 
are from the ſame Author, and that 
he aſhſted them in the leaſt as well as 
in the greateſt, Yea the very accidents 
may have a perfeCtion in their place, 
though leſs perfet in themſelves. 
Though allthe Evangeliſts uſe not the 
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fame Method, or Order, nor repeat = 
Chritts ſayings in the ſame terms; yet 
in reſpect to the whole frame, it may 
be beft that there ſhould be that di» # 
verfity of words, and order, to pre Þ 
ſerve and declare the ſame ſenſe and - 
rhings. And even their plain and leſs 
accurate ſtile and method , may be 
beſt as fitteſtto its -uſe and end. k 

Secondly, A Poſteriore : There: is 
no Caviller that yet hath proved any 
falſhood or contradiction in any paſ- 
ſages of the Scripture; Though the 
ckaring of ſome of them require more 
than vulgar knowledge, 2 
Thirdly,Saving the controverſies about . '; 
the few queltioned Books and ſome _: 
few ſentences, and words, the Church

Fourthly, Becauſe that Spirit of * 
Miracles in the Apoſtles, and that 
Spirit of Holinefs in us, which attelt- * 7 
eth the Chriſtian Religion, doth re- * 
ceive it and atteſt it as Pund in the ſa- *} 
cred Scripture, (though rot as, theue 2? 
alone: ) And it putteth-no exception 

_ again 
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againſt any part of the ſacred record: 
Therefore while it parricalarh atteſteth 
the chief parts, it inferreth an atteſta- 
tion to che ſmalleſt. ( for that word or 
line which is not ſtrictly a part but an 
accident of the Chriſtian Religion, is 
yet a pare of the Bible which contain- 
cth it.) 

Fifthly, And though all the reaſons 
which I have given, prove, that the 
Truth of rhe Chriſtian Religion may 
be certainly proved, though we could 
not prove every by-cxpreſſion in the 
Scripture to be true; and though we 
deny not but the Pen-men manifeſted 
their humane imperfections in ſtile 
and method ; yet if each paſſage were 
not True, it would be ſo great a tem- 
ptation to the weak, and make it ſo. 
difficult to know in ſome points what 
is true, in compariſon of what it 
would be, if all betrue, that we have 
no reaſon to imagine this difficulty to * 
our ſelves, while its unproved. 

And having faid this, I amhere in 
order to anſwer your objections :
